Campbell speculates Ameri- 
can osteoporosis has more to do with our 
50 percent higher protein intake and 
sedentary lifestyle than lack of calcium.

plants. Munching spinach may do more' 
to bolster strong bones than guzzling 1

The cholesterol levels of the Chinese 
averaged 127 compared to the American 
"gv m ggi } f2 T 2. S om e st udies have sug- — 
gested that low.cholestcrol rates correlate 
with higher rates of colon cancer. The 
Chinese study refuted this by demon- 
strating the Chinese have colon cancer 
rates of only two- fifths the U.S. rate. 

The correlation with heart disease is 
even more astounding. Chinese men 
have only 1/16 the heart disease of 
_ American men i 

The Chinese fat intake averages 6 per- 
cent of calorics compared to the Ameri- 
can average of 40 percent. Campbell

Most American diets center around 
counting total calorics eaten in a day re- 
gardless ofwhat'food group they come— 
from. Campbell found the Chinese con- 
sume on average of 20 percent more 
calorics per pound of weight than Ameri- 
cans, yet have almost no problem with 
obesity. Maybe more is less. One thou- 
sand calorics of high fat eating may do 
more damage to your thigh control than 
2,000 calories of vegetables and fruits. .

From the’ consumer’s standpdint,. 
we’re- certainly starting from 
strength: in the 12 years that I've of- 
ficially tracked wine, I don't believe 
there has ever been a time when so 
much good • wine was available. 
We’re sitting on a backlog of super 
vintages^ — 1985 through 1988 arc 
, out there to buy, either in bottle or 
on futures, and 1989 is. just settling 
down in cask. 

This has an interesting effect on 
prices. Prices arc generally higher 
than they were a year or two ago. 
People seem willing to pay more if 
- they fccl"thcy arc getting - better 
wine. The jug decline continues, as 
does consumer preference for vari- 
etals and imports with appellations 
(Chianti, Bordcaux, Bcaujoiais). 

People ore still looking for value, 
however, and the competition . is 
keenest for wines in the $6 to $12 
range.

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Study: 5 of 6 elderly can’t afford nursing home care insurance-

1 WASHINGTON — Five out of six 
older Americans cannot afford private 
insurance to covct nursing home care, 
according to a new study that found 
those most needing coverage — the 
oldest — can least afford it.

the report issued Monday by Families 
USA, a non-profit foundation that fo- 
cuses on issues of concern to the el- 
derly poor. 

Only 3.6 million of the 22 million - 
Americans 65 years orolder can af- 
ford long-term health insurance, the 
study said. The average cost of the in- 
surance at age 65 is $1,255 a year. At 
age 79, the cost more than triples. 

In Idaho, the report estimates that 
76,536 persons, or 86.1 percent of ' 
those who arc between the ages of 65 
and 79, cannot afford care insurance. .
